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REMARKS 

In the February 23, 2005 Office Action the Examiner required restriction to one of the 
following groups under 35 U.S.C. §121: 

Group I: Claims 21-28, 41, and 45-47, drawn to a nucleic acid molecule encoding a C6 
antibody, a cell comprising the nucleic acid, and an expression cassette 
comprising the nucleic acid; 
Group H: Claims 34-37, drawn to a method of making a C6 antibody by panning and 

isolating phage from a library; 
Group III: Claim 38, drawn to a method of impairing the growth of a tumor cell using a 

chimeric molecule comprising a C6 antibody attached to a cytotoxin; 
Group IV: Claim 39, drawn to a method of detecting tumor cells using a chimeric molecul 

comprising a label attached to a C6 antibody; and 
Group V: Claims 48-50, drawn to a method of producing a polypeptide by introducing 
the C6 expression cassette into a host cell. 
In response to this restriction requirement Applicants elect Group I. claims 21- 
28> 4L and 45-47,
